Friction Between Executive end Legis­ 
lative Departments Is Due to Habit 
of Those Who Administer the Laws 
Dictating the Draft of Nev/ Measures.

Washington, June 27.—The adminis­ 
tration food control bill passed try tho 
house has linen rewritten by a senate 
agricultural subcommittee 
ho as to 
give President Wilson the power and 
responsibility of deciding whether the 
nation shall Im* bone dry during tile 
war and to place Iron and steel and 
other products in addition to food and 
fuel under government control. 
These and other changes are so sat­ 
isfactory to many senators who have 
been opposing the original draft of the 
legislation that both advocates and 
opponents predicted 
passage 
in the 
senate by Saturday. 
As a substitute for the house prohi­ 
bition sections which, without qualifl- 
ei.tion, for ti id the manufacture of food­ 
stuffs into liquor, tin* subcommittee 
adopted provisions which would pro­ 
hibit manufacture during tile war ol 
all intoxicating beverages and enipow 
er the president to commandeer exist­ 
ing supplies of dlstilb'd spirits, hut 
would authorize the executive, in his 
discretion, to permit manufacture of 
malted, fermented and vinous bever­ 
ages and tix their alcohol content. 
The subcommittee draft will he con­ 
sidered by the agricultural committee 
and probably will bo reported ut o n c e 
for s* nato discussion without material 
change. 
Senators prominent 
iii 
tin* bitter 
light against the legislation have an 
nounced their support for the redraft­ 
ed measure. 


Prompt Action Is Expected. 


OfIrnr 
signs of waning opposition 
and prompt senate action came in tie 
bate on the senate floor. 
Opposition senators hading recent 
discussion yielded to Senators Knox 
and Nelson, Republicans, and Thomas, 
Democrat, for speeches strongly sup­ 
porting tin* control legislation. 
Future debate promised to center 
on tin* prohibition question, with lead­ 
ers 
predicting an 
extremely close 
final vote. 
For the house prohibit ion plan the 
subcommittee substitute provides: 
“That from and after thirty days 
from the date of the approval of this 
act it sh ill he unlawful for any per 
son, firm or corporation to use iii the 
manufacture of any intoxicating liq­ 
uor for beverage purposes any perish­ 
able or nonperishable feeds, foods or 
food materials. 
“Whenever the president shall find 
it necessary to conserve the perish­ 
able products named he is empowered 
to prohibit the use of such products iii 
the manufacture of vinous liquors. 
“ Whenever. Iii the Judgment of tho 
president, the public Interest would lie 
subserved thereby, ho is empowered to 
permit the limited use of the materials 
mentioned Iii the manufacture of malt 
or fermented liquors and to prescribe 
the alcoholic content thereof.” 
Another section adopted would au­ 
thorize the president to take over any 
or all distilled spirits now In bond on 
payment 
of a reasonable and 
just 
price to distillers, for ^distillation In­ 
to alcohol for war, industrial or other 
nonbevcrage purposes.

My car knocks when running idle or 
about twenty miles per {tour. 
I have 
noticed when it ie Idle and running 
slowly it misses, but it does not miss 
when on the road.

ular when running fast, but irregular 
when running slowly.

but does not materially bi crease the 
[x)war. Tt makes the motor start more 
easily. 
It is not true that ether Is 
used in sanctioned races. 
Even if it 
aero permitted Uiere would be little 
gain. There an* two substances which 
may l*e Introduced into the cylinder 
to Increase the power—sal ammoniac 
and picric acid. 
But their use is dan­ 
gerous and shortens the life of the 
motor ami is forbidden lu officially 
sanctioned races. 


How can I atop th# rattling in th# 
brake bande of my car? 
The rattling of your brake bands and 
rods la probably due to loose aud worn 
pins and eyes. 
These are working 
parts that are less often cleaned and 
lubricated and therefore subject to ex­ 
cessive wear. 
Tile remedy Is to fit 
new pins, make them fit snugly, so 
that they will work freely without 
lost motion, then keep them lubri­ 
cated. 


BUYING FEED INGREDIENTS 


Difficult to Buy Proper Feed Stuffs at 
Random. 
[Xttlon*! Cmi» IiBpMtrtncnt H«nlr».l 
There are not a dozen feed stores 
In the country that carry in stock all 
the ingredients ‘of a first-class mixed 
feed at all times and at reasonable 
prices, and usually they do not carry 
feeds of the same high quality used 
by the mixers who work scientifically 
through a laboratory. 
This is human 
nature. Competition compels a dealer 
to sell the cheapest quality. 
The best 
quality of feed is seldom carried, be 
cause the average buyer will not pay 
the highest price. 
A good many ex­ 
periment stations in a general way s 
will advocate that a farm er mix all 
his own feed, but they are hum an like 
the rest of us and they will use recog­ 
nized brands in their own feeding 
operations rather than go to the tro u ­ 
ble and take the time to follow their 
own advice. 
There are a good m any herds at 
experim ent stations which are kept as 
sort of a clinic for professors to prac­ 
tice theories upon. 
The poor brutes 
are used a good deal as guinea pigs 
in hospital practice. 
On the other 
hand, at the experim ent stations are 
to be found m any of the finest ani­ 
mals ever bred. 
The mixed feeds of the first grade 
can be fed alone or in connection with 
home-grown corn. oats or barley. 
To 
do this widens your ration, and it Is 
correct to do so if J I wild reduce your 


cost of feeding. 
Mixed feeds, there-, 
fore, are largely a matter of arith-! 
met ic. 
You can usually get the result for 
less money than by feeding more ex-! 
pensive grains separately.

Nitrogen is the most important and 
most valuable fertilizing element sup- j 
plied by feeds, and It is In tills ele­ 
m ent th a t they show the greatest!

fertilizer contained 
2.95 per cent nitrogen and showed in 
a table that eighteen of fifty-two dif- [ 
ferent feeds contained 3.93 per cent. 
Among this list is cottonseed and lin­ 
seed meals, gluten seed, middlings, 
brew ers’ and distillers’ products, and 
a few of the feed mixtures. 
It is ob­ 
vious. therefore, th a t a wise selection 
of feeds enhances til© value of tile 
m anure and consequently plays an 
im portant p art in farm economy.
